Claims 1, 4, 5 and 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takeshi et ah (Abstract JP8186235, previously presented) in view of Mirkarimi et aL '094. 
(Office action paragraph no. 3) 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takeshi et al. 
(Abstract JP8186235) in view of Mirkarimi et al. '094, and further in view of Adkisson et al. 
*202. (Office action paragraph no. 4) 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takeshi et al. 
(Abstract JP8186235) in view of Mirkarimi et al. '094, and further in view of Kim et al. 
'371. (Office action paragraph no. 5) 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takeshi et al. 
(Abstract J P81 86235) in view of Mirkarimi et al. '094, and further in view of Green wald et al. 
'026. (Office action paragraph no. 6) 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takeshi et al. 
(Abstract JP8186235) in view of Mirkarimi et al. '094, and further in view of Yamawaki et al. 
'774. (Office action paragraph no. 7)

Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takeslii et 
al. (Abstract JP8186235) in view of Mirkarimi et al, '094, and further in view of Li '254, 

(Office action paragraph no. 8) 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. (Office action paragraph no. 10) 

Reconsideration of the rejections and objections is respectfully requested in view of the 
amendments to the claims. In response to the claim objection, claim 3 has been rewritten in 
independent form, retaining its original scope. 

The rejections of claims 1 and 2 are moot in view of the cancellation of these claims without 
prejudice or disclaimer. 

The rejections of claims 4-8 and 1 1 - 1 5 are overcome by the amendments to claims 4, 5, 7, 8, 
1 1 and 12, making claims 4-8 and 1 1-15 all ultimately dependent from claim 3.
